altogether the resuit of being far 
away from & railway, but are caused 
by the small crops of the last few 
years, the awful drop in the price of 
farm products the frightfully 
high prices which the farmers have 
had to pay for farm implements, labor 
and other things. Up the last 
few years the farmers in this dis- 
trict, in spite of the drawbacks, have

Crofs have been raised 
here, when they failed in many other 
districts. During the dozen of years, 
more or less, since this district was 
first settled the banks in Gleichen, 
Cluny and Bassano have apparently 
een giad to have our business, and I 
don’t think they lost much money on 
us.

CANADA'S PRESSING NEED 
FOR IMMIGRATION POLICY 


Coleni:aticn and Development Expert Says First 
Step lov aids Relieving Business Depression 
ls Estabiushment of broad & Progressive 
Immigration Policy. 


The immigration policy of Canada 
for the future is in the making. It 
is among the first two or three ques- 
tune now betore the people of this 
country, and no one is better fitted 
to advise concerning it than is Col. 
J. S. Dennis, of Montreal, Col. 
Dennis has spent fifty years deal- 
ing more or Tene directly with this 
problem, In the service of the Do- 
minion Government in Western Can- 
ada and later with the Land Depart- 
ment of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
and for the past 21 years with the 
2. R. Department of Colonization 
and Nevelopment, of which he is 
now Chief Commissioner. his activi- 
ties have been largely directed to- 
wards filling Canada’s vacant places 
with desirable settlers, producers of 
wealth such as are to-day more than 
ever needed to re-establish the pros- 
perity of the Canadian people. 

In view of the fact that the ques- 
tion is to-day of greater public im- 
purtance than it has ever beem Col. 
Jennis hus made a statement on the 
subject which will be read with in- 
terest in all parts of Canada, In 
voicing the need of an aggressive 
and progressive colonization and de- 
velopment policy Col. Dennis points 
out that it is the foundation upon 
which the superstructure of the solu 
tion of Canada’s railway, industria! 
and unemployment problems must 
be erected, and he continues:— 

“In Canada to-day we have 1 mile 
of railway for every 286.5 of our 
population, and, in the four Western 
rovinces, 1 mile for every 110. 
Compared with this, che United 
States has 1 mile of railway for 
every 404 persons, and Great Britain 
one mile for ery 1,804 

“In the three Provinces of Mani 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, are 
80 million acres of land suitable for 
immediate cultivation, unoccupied 
and non-productive, within 15 mile 
of each side of the railways now in 
operation. 

"In the older provinces of Canada 
we have many thousands of im 
proved farms, unoccupied and none 
productive and waiting for colonists 

“Ts National Debt of Canada to 
day is $2,872,000,000, or about $275 
per capita of the population, and the 
a:nual interest on this debt amounts 
to $114,000,000 as compared with a 
tota! Federal revenue in 1913 of 
$168,000,000, 

Population of Canada 

“The census of 1911 showed that 
we then had a population of 7,206, 
643 The last census shows a popu- 
lation of 8,769,484, a growth that is 
even less than normal, What are 
we going to do about it? My 
answer is—"“colonize and develop.” 

“When I say ‘colonist, use tus 
terms in the broad sense of the im- 
migration to Canada of the colonis' 
who will oceupy and make produc. 
tive, available agricultural areas, 
and, also laborers, skilled and us- 
skilled, who will develop our minera! 
and timbered areas and extend our 
industrial life, and finally, coloniza- 
tion of (he necessary capital to make 
both of the preceding activities pos 
sible. 

Recalls Old Days 

“During the war, and practically, 
up to date, both our colonization and 
development have been standing 
pill, We are now faced with the 
aqo.s..on of how we can again stimu- 


lute a large movement of desirable|ships during the 


“Naturally, as part of the British 
Empire, we should first look to ob- 
taining the greatest possible number 
from Great Britain and Ireland. 

“The Aaa population of the 
United Kingdom is 47,000,000, but 
of this number, less than 4,000,000 
are engaged in agriculture, and un- 
less we are peta to take a large 
umber of colonists without any 
previous knowledge of agriculture 
wé cannot look for the immigra- 
tion of large numbers from Britain 
Further, it would now seem to be 
perfectly clear that the United 
Kingdom, and particularly England, 
must look forward to the emigra 
tion of many millions of its people. 
and our policy should be aimed at 
co-operative action between our 
Government and that of the Home 
Country to evolve some scheme ur. 
der which many of these people of 
the younger generation can be fitted 
for agricultural life in Canada by 
some preliminary training at home 
and fipishing the training here, to- 
gether with final assistance to en. 
able them to establish themselves as 
farmers after this training has been 
obtained. 

“We must, naturally, look for a 
large proportion of our agricultural 
colonists from the United States. 

“We should also look forward to 
the immigration of large numbers 
of desirable colonists from Centra: 
Europe. While it should b. our aim 
to maintain and extend British 
ideals and our Canadian citizenship. 
we must not forget that many who 
have come from so-called foreign 
countries are to-day amongst our 
most progressive and valued citizens 
and who have been, and are taking 
ai active part to solve our national 
problems and are proving their 
willingness and desire to become 
good Canadians, as is proved by the 
fact that in one of our Western 
Universities, over 50% of the stud 
ents are of so-called foreign parent: 
age, and that, during the war, many 
of our military units ontamed upen 
their rolls the names of many so- 
called foreigners. 

No British Need Apply 

“Oanada has no definite emigration 
or colonization policy at present, 
and, in fact, the enforcement of the 
existing Immigration Act, and the 
regulations thereunder, during the 
past two years has done inore to 
discourage immigration and coloni 
zation than to encourage it. So far 
as Great Britain is concerned, our 
excessive regulations and unwar 
ranted deportations have created a 
general feeling that we in Canada 
have closed the door and do not want 
British colonists. : 

“We have, under our existing law 
und regulations, a provision for the 
leportation of colonists who do not 

ome to Canada on a se-called “non 
continuous journey.” The enforce 
ment of this regulation has resulted 
in the deportation of many desirable 
colonists, and, if followed to its fogi 
cal conclusion, ‘the regulation to day 
can be utilized to refuse admission 
to Canada to any desirable celonist 
due to the absurd fact that he did 
not nabben to start on his journey 
from the country of his nationality 
—and the application of this regula 
tion will be realized by you when I

“ladm frankly, that, particularly, 
in Western Canada and in certain of 
our older provinces, recolonization 
of our unoccupied farms and agri- 
cultural development are the main 
factors in the problem we are dis- 
cussing. But let me point out the 
following facts to you. 

“Taking the railway traffic of Cane 
ada as an indication of wealth re- 
sulting from development. In 1920, 
the prod «ts of mines provide! 35% 
of the railway tonnage, the products 
of the forests 18%, while agficul- 
tural products provided only 17%, 
It is true that these figures indi- 
cate the necessity for increasing 
our ugricultural production, but, at 
the same time they point out the 
existing importance of the extension 
and further development of the pro- 
ducts of our mines and forests, and 
the important part that that de- 
velopment will play in aiding the 
solution of our railway problem and 
in adding materially to the general 
welfare of Canada. 
= Policy Non-Political 

“In conclusion I desire to affirm 
that the problems I am outlining are 
non-political, and that a policy for 
their solution must be developed on 
broad lines and with the assistance 
of all interests and must include, 
more or less, an open door, and the 
estublishment of a well-considered, 
tlorough'y staffed and well-admin- 
istered world-wide organizi.tion to 
make our principles known and te 


ensure that we shall, through the 
medium of colonization and develop- 
ment begin now, and carry on fer 
many years, an aggressive and pre- 
gressive policy for colonization and 
development, through the medium 
of men and money, of the natural 
resources with whic 
boustifully blessed Canada.”
